' CHRYSANTHEMUMS. 

' Writing on this subject in the Weekly lrtah 
Times, the Garden Correspondent fays :— 
Growers now will not be happy until all are 

safely gathered in before the winter 
storms, and wind, rather than frost—for 
a mild spell of the latter we have never 
found injurious—is most to be feared. It 
is a serious affair some morning, aiter a 
stormy night, to find many -of the for- 
wardest minus their promising heads. 
Less so now, probably, than when big 
bloom growing was a craze; but, for all 
that, many-headed bush plants suffer 
severely from an October gale, and our 
practice has been the endeavour to have 
all. safely housed by October 8th, prior to 
which some preparation must be made in 
the way of mildew prevention, without 
which they are attacked by the insidious 
one so soon as housed. Times were when 
we went to much trouble with boiling the 
home-made antidote of lime and sulphur. 
Not so now; we find the lime-suiphur 
solution stocked by our seedsmen friends, 
if used according to directions, hoth 
cheap, eflicient, and. mess-sa ving. Pants 
must be laid on their sides for effectually 
syringing, and after housing there wall be 
much picking off fading bottom foliage, 
which does not affect the flowering if 
duly fed with weak manure water “until 
buds are colouring and expanding. - Most 
now will be clearing their houses, Vineries, 
peach-houses or what not to make room 
for these temporary occupants

TEE problem of unemployment, is still 
thrusting itself upon the notice of 
the Northern Government, but ap- 
parently the only solution which it can 
find for the difficulty is in emigration. 
Last year Lady Craigavon, wife of the 
Prime Minister, said that, while emigra- 
tion might be suitable for Great Britain 
with its teeming millions of people, the 
little province of Ulster could not afford 
to lose any of her sons and daughters, 
and probably she was right. The 
Northern Minister of Labour appears to 
hold a different opinion. No doubt, Mr. 
Andrews has done all that he can, but the 
remedy that he now offers is tinged with 
hopelessness, while it also ignores that 
love of country which animates all 
sections Of Irishmen. — In referring to 
labour conditions in Londonderry during 
the week-end, Mr. Andrews, after express- 
ing satisfaction that there were about five 
hundred fewer unemployed women in the 
district than there were a year ago, said 
that there was a regrettable increase of 
approximately a similar number in the 
men unemployed. That, he explained 
was mainly due to the fact that the relief 
scheme of the harbour had been com- 
pleted; but- the real difficulty was that 
since the closing of the shipyard and 
Watts’s Distillery, there was not, through 
ordinary industrial channels, sufficient 
work k absorb the amount of male labour 
available. 

The Minister then expressed his opinion 
regarding the position. It was an un- 
pleasant truth, he declared, that unless 
an industry could be .established which 
would employ a large amount of male 
labour, the young men, in particular, 
would require to look for employment 
elsewhere. Where will they go? Belfast 
is crowded with workless men, and there 
is no hope for the idle wanderer in the 
smaller towns or rural districts 


FAR-OFF GOLDEN SHORES. 


They are frequently advised to turn 
their eyes towards the golden shores of 
Far Away, but even from Canada there 
come stories of distress and discillusionised 
people trying to come home. Our local 
administrators continue to harp upon 
safeguarding to restore industry to its 
former prosperity, and discuss hostile 
tariffs and the lower social conditions of 
competitive continental countries ; but. all 
such talk is useless, as it merely indicates 
some of the causes of unemployment, ‘and 
offers nothing in the way of constructive 
statesmanship. There can be no protec- 
tion, even in modified form, under the 
present Imperial Government to cure our 
industrial woes, and the remedy must be 
found in other directions. Almost two 
vears ago the Prime Minister offered a 
grant of a quarter of a million pounds to 
Londonderry for the building of a new 
bridge to span the River Foyle, as the 
eld ene has become inadequate to cope 
with the volume of traffic. The pre 
liminartes appear to be still dragging 
along. Could the construction of this 
great and costly undertaking be 
hastened so as to provide work for at least 
a fair proportion of the hundreds of 
souths who are counselled to go else 
where? What about the drainage of the 
River Bann, that is estimated to cost over 
a million pounds’ There are also road- 
ways to be improved +o as to avoid motor 
accidents at dangerous places, and har- 
bours to be extended and repaired; but 
Parliament is still on holiday, and these 
questions cannot be raised until Novem- 
ber. Now the winter, with all its rigours, 
is approaching. 


NEW ADVENTURE IN TRADE..

The leaders of the linen imdustry have 
awakened to the fact that protective legis- 
lation, so far as thev «re concerned, is 
an unprofitable quest, and the old Ulster 
spirit of deterraination and perseverance 
is inspiring them to new adventures in the 
search for markets for their fabrics. The 
traditional fame of Irish linen has no 
longer the almost magic influence in sell- 
ing which was so vreat an asset in pre-war 


days. Intense foreign competition with 
rheaper, but ‘inferior, quality of goods, 
tariff walls, and modern fashions 
changed all that, and the home manu- 


facturers have had to set their house in 
order to recover lost trade. -Attention has 
already been directed to the new systerm 
adopted of standardising certain articles 
in daily use in the home, while the 
quality and price are guaranteed. High 
hopes are held that these improvements 
in marketing will result in widely in- 
rreased sales. and that in some measure 
prosperity may be restored. 

America is by far the largest customer 


for Irish linen. and, in order to explore 
that field still further. an influential 
deputation will sail from Belfast to- 


morrow for the United States and Canada 
on a mission of propaganda work, and to 
bring before our cousins across the 
Atlantic the beauty and value of Trish 
and Scottish products. The delegates carry 
vith them messages from the Lord Mayor 
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line to Mayor Walker, of New York, and 
no doubt this happy exchange of civic 
courtesies should do much to interest the 


people of that great city in the products 
of the home countries. - : 


REFLECTIONS ON TEMPERANCE. 


Elaborate preparations are being made 
for the great temperance centenary cele- 
brations which are to take place in Bel- 
fast next Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day. There is to be an imposing historical 
pageant, in which 450 people will take 
part, and Biblical figures wil] be repre- 
sented, as well as prominent personages 
down through the ages. The speukers will 
include well-known temperance advocates, 
and it is probable that another campaign 
for reform in legislation will be launched. 
Customs have changed greatly during the 
past century, and the social habits of the 
people will compare favourably with those 
of any period in the history of the Irish 
nation. Reforms have taken place which 
would have been deemed incredible in the 
olden times, and the advance of science 
has brought wonders into the homes of the 
working classes. 

In Northern Ireland the consumption of 
alcoholic liquors has decreased enormously 
in recent years, due to beneficent legisla- 
tion, education, and the common-sense of 
the community, as well as the almost 
prohibitive price of drink. The Govern- 
| get every credit for the 
splendid and far-reaching measures of 
reform it has placed on the Statute Book, 
but only too frequently it is blamed for 
not introducing further restrictive legis- 
lation which would be resented by the 
great mass of the people. 


PROPOSED BALLYCASTLFE HARBOUR 


The agitation for the establishment of a 
harbour at Ballycastle, on the Antrim coast. 
is growing. The need for a port there is 
admitted even in official circles, but the 
old barrier of financial difficulties prevents 
its accomplishment. At the last meeting 
of the local Urban Council the subject 
came up jor consideration, and the Clerk 
pointed out that the provision of a‘harbour 
had been discussed by a joint committee of 
the County, Rural and Urban Councils in 
conlerence with the Minister of Commerce 
while a mining syndicate had subsequently 
come on the scene, and was understood to 
have made certain proposals to the 
Ministry concerning the project. Negotia- 
tions had, however, been dragging along 
ever since, and the last communication re- 
ceived by the Urban Council was in 
December—over nine months ago. Certainly 
this is not very encouraging, and, in view 
of the urgent need for a pier, the authori- 
ties should “ get a move on.” 

It transpired from further information 
given by the Clerk that at the conference 
with the Ministry “it was more ‘or less 
agreed that the Rural Council should con- 
tribute a sixpenny rate, and the Urban 
Council a shilling rate: but alterwards the 
Urban Council was queried if it was

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sie,—The high ideals behind the prohiiition 
experment in America are unquestionable. 
The trouble with idealists often 1s that they 
will not realise that their theories do not 
always work, and that the goal they seek can 
be more surely approached by other routes. 
There are those who desire as iervenil; as 
the Rev. R. M. L. Waugh to overcome the 
terrible evils of excessive drinking, but who 
helieve that there are wiser and more efficient 
methods to accomplish this than the pro- 
hibition way of the United States or the local 
option way of Scotland. 

Mr. Waugh attributes to the activity of the 
anti-prohibition Press the attention given to 
the “lawlessness and crime that still prevail 
in that great land.’’ This iliustrates the un- 
willingness to face facts that theorists so 
often display. The chief exponent oí the 
iricreasing criminality of the United States is 
President Hocver himself. At pis inaugura- 
tion he felt compelled to state: ' The most 
malign of all dangers to-day is the disregard 
for, and disobedience to, the law. Crime? is 
increasing. Confidence in rigid and sy cedy 
justice is decreasing. . . . Life and propaty 
in the United States are less safe than in any 
other country in the world. There were 9,000 
murders per annum m the Union. In only 
half these cases were any arrests made, snd 
in less than one-sixth of the cases were the 
slayers convicted. Compared with statistics 
in Great Britain, and taking into account the 
differences in population, there were twenty 
times as many murders in the States and at 
least fifty times as many, robberies” The 
President went on to make the grave assertion 
that they were facing to-day the possibiitty 
that respect for law, as law, was fading from
